House today, where he planned to 
sign a congressional resolution 
approving the historic U.S.-Soviet 
agreement to freeze most of the two 
nations' nuclear arsenals for five 
years.

nominee George McGovern planned 
to give more details about his ideas 
for urban America while campaigning 
today in three Eastern Seaboard 
states. 


Agnew encountered the some 40 


protesters Friday at an afternoon rally 
in Tampa, Fla. The hecklers were 
among a capacity crowd in a 5,000- 
seat hall. 


Agnew, who disputed McGovern's

Senate panel studies 
bomb raid testimony 


WASHINGTON (AP) - In a search 


for conclusions, the Senate Armed 
Services Committee is sifting through 
the testimony of now-ended hearings 
on unauthorized bombing raids 
against North Vietnam. 


On first examination, said Chairman 


John Stennis, the evidence shows no 
serious breakdown of the tenet set out 
in the Constitution that control of the 
military rests with civilians. 


"The facts, as I understand them, 


do not show any drastic challenge, or 
drastic violation of civilian authority," 
Stennis told newsmen Friday. "So far, 
I'm relieved on that point, but I'm not 
making any final judgments." 


Stennis, D-Miss., said the committee 


will hear no more witnesses and will 
meet next week to consider its 
recommendations. 


It also may act next week on 


President Nixon's nomination of Gen. 
Creighton Abrams, former U.S. 
commander in Vietnam, while 
investigating the unauthorized raids 
ordered by Gen. John D. Lavelle, 
commander of the 7th Air Force until 
he was fired, demoted and retired 
after disclosure of the raids last 
November into March. 


The hearings at first examined only 


the Air Force raids Lavelle ordered 
against North Vietnam targets, but 
later the Navy was drawn into the 
inquiry.

that time. The regulation banned U.S. 
strikes on North Vietnam targets 
unless American pilots encountered 
hostile fire or evidence of an im- 
pending attack. 


The committee has sought to det- 


ermine whether the rule was merely 
stretched or, in fact, broken and if so, 
who was responsible. 


Since the time of the 28 Air Force 


raids in question, and the other un- 
numbered Navy raids, President 
Nixon has expanded the bombing of 
North Vietnam and the "protective 
reaction" rule no longer applies.

SAMS ground-to-air missiles also have 
been installed in Syria. 


Western diplomats viewed the 


Pravda announcement as a warning 
to Israel not to launch any raids into 
Syria such as the Sept 16-17 incursion 
by Israeli troops into Lebanon in 
search of Palestinian guerrillas.

armed forces have been in a state of 
alert Reports circulating in the Arab

LOS ANGELES (AP) - A type of 


cancer caused by exposure to asbestos 
threatens the lives of thousands of 
World War II American shipyard 
workers, a cancer authority says. 


The disease-a tumor affecting the 


lining of the chest or abdomen-has 
only recently begun to appear, 30 
years after exposure, the National 
Cancer Conference was tokJ Friday. 


Dr. Irving J. Selikoff, director of the 


environmental sciences laboratory of 
Mt Sinai School of Medicine in New 
York, said it was possible that 32.500 
to 225.000 of the 3.25 million Worid 
War II shipyard workers still living 
could be killed by the disease. 


Suokoff said it had been determined 


that a maximum of 7 per cent of 
shipyard workers directly exposed to 
asbestos had died of mesothelioma, 
but that no figures were available on 
workers whose exposure was indirect. 


He said the disease, which has 


surfaced only in recent years, was "a 
new and potentially very serious 
environmental cancer" and the cases 
occurring as a result of indirect oc- 
cupational exposure to asbestos will 
be "another unhappy legacy of World 
War II." 


Selikoff said it has been known for 


almost 20 years that occupational 
exposure to asbestos is "associated 
with increased risk of lung cancer." 


He said that until recently

"Such cases already are being seen 


in our country," he said. "In the past 
year, a number of such World War 
II mesotheliomas have been brought 
to our attention; the last five cases 
had worked in East or West Coast 
shipyards as an electrician, a tinsmith, 
an engineer, a steamfitter and a 
welder. 


"Another, a young man of 30, died 


of pleural (lung) mesothelioma. 
Although he had never worked in a 
shipyard, much asbestos was found in 
his lung. He had been born in 1940. 
two blocks from the Brooklyn Navy

may resolve a threeway split over 
welfare reform by adopting all three 
plans-but only temporarily. 


The compromise-to experiment 


with the various ways of providing 
welfare families a guaranteed annual 
income rather than choose any 
method permanently—may have 
improved the chances for Senate 
passage of the massive legislation 
containing Social Security revisions as 
well as welfare reform. 


Sen. Russell B. Long, D-La., a 


central figure in the debate on the 
measure, said Friday that, contrary to 
earlier predictions, the measure might 
still become law this year. 


Congress is trying to adjourn by 


Oct. 14, leaving one week for 
compromises to be worked out 
between-the Senate and House ver- 
sions of the bill if the Senate can clear 
it by the end of next week. 


Month debate 


Originally, Senate leaders predicted 


the debate would run a month or 
more. 


Now, a rush toward pre-election 


adjournment of the Congress has 
pressured the bill's managers into 
compromising the bitterly-disputed 
provision of the bill dealing with 
welfare families. 


It now seems certain the votes are 


not available to pass any one of the 
three plans advanced so far for giving 
welfare families a guaranteed annual 
income. 


These are President Nixon's Family 


Assistance Plan ($2,400 annually for 
a family of four) which the House 
included in the bill, a more generous 
version of FAP pushed by Sen. 
Abraham A. Ribicoff, D-Conn., and a 
tough Workfare plan written by the 
conservative majority in the Finance 
Committee which Long heads. 


In this deadlock, all sides now 


appear to have agreed that the best 
compromise will be a provision to test 
the various plans for two years. After 
that, Congress could decide what to 
adopt. 


Over Long's strong opposition, the 


Senate Friday adopted, 37 to 34, an 
amendment to cover under Medicare 
the cost of eye, dental and foot care 
and hearing aids, for individuals with 


up to $3,000 annual income and 
couples with up to $5,000. 


PeQ proposal 


The proposal was offered by Sen. 


Claibome PeU. D-R.L, who said mauy 
old people are forced to go without 
glasses, dentures and hearing aids 
because Medicare does not cover 
them. 


Long opposed the amendment 


saying it would introduce an income 
test into the Social Security system 
for the first time. 


In addition, he said there was no 


provision in higher Social Security 
taxes to pay the $2.5 billion a year 
it would cost. 


Long's objections indicated that the 


provision might easily be dropped in 
an eventual Senate-House conference 
once the entire bill passes the Senate.

our department has a responsibility to 
the community," concluded the chief.

Home rule under Wisconsin law 


allows cities and villages to handle 
any matter not of "statewide 
interest."

subject to a review board. 


-Deciding whether an office should 


be elective or appointive, unless 
already specified in state law.

The administrators met Friday 


morning with Clerk of Court* Gloria 
Johnson. Treasurer Peter Berg and 
Coordinator of Public Services Frank 
Chartecworth.

pact on local unit* of government. 
Local clerks, she said, were not

The code goes into effect Sunday, she

Berg argued that the cash flow from 


the state to counties and then to local 
municipalities and school districts was 
erratic, and promoted gamesmanship 
among treasurers, who competed for 
bank interest earnings. 


Local municipalities which hold off 


their payments to school district* in 
order to earn interest, he said, "aren't 
fooling the people." While city or town 
government purses are flush with 
interest, he said, the school districts are 
forced to borrow money from banks 
until they get their share of tax money. 


Berg advocated uniform fiscal years 


for the various levels of government. 


Hill asked Woehler if he favored state 


certification of assessors and county 
assessment supervisors. Woehler said 
he did not disagree with the idea of a 
state training school or a county as- 
sessment supervisor, but he added that 
local assessors should be deputized 
under a county assessor. When the 
local officials discover how much 
homework they will have to do. he said, 
a gradual attrition will replace local 
assessors with staff at the county level. 


Woehler argued, in general, that the 


state had too much control over local 
affairs and tax levies. "The state walked 
into county government because local 
units had dirty backyards," he said, 
"but the trouble is, the state hasn't 
stopped walking." 


Woehler said the state should play 


the role of "observer" to local affairs. 
With the present relationship, he said, 
"It's absolutely impossible for me to 
have any control over my own levy." 


He also complained that agencies 


demanded an excessive amount of 
paperwork for grant applications. 
"They never give us credit for thinking. 
We're so weighted with paperwork that 
we don't get to the program. There 
should be a moderate amount of statis- 
tical work to get something done." he 
said. 


Woehler said the fragmentary nature 


of most county governments made 
them vulnerable to state intrusion. But 
the county executive system, he said, 
could convert isolated department 
heads —whose duties are prescribed hi 
state law - into an effective 
"management 
team." 
Woehler's 


implication was that counties in the 
future should be more self sufficient. 


Walter said one of the reasons the 


department officials visited Outagamie 
county was that, as a county, "you are 
picking up." But he said most counties 
still "aren't thinking." 


"Generally, we don't adhere to the 


philosophy that the state is a controIU r, 
a supervisor, or a watchdog," Walter 
said.

The average price of a drug is more 


than five times the producer's cost, or 


higher than the average price of that 
drug in another country; 


That the annual sales of the drug 


have been more than $1 million for 
three years or more, and, 


That the existence of a patent is a 


substantial contributing factor to the 
high price of the drug. 


Nelson cited the pain killer Darvon as 


an example of price diffentiaJ. He said 
the Eli Lilly Company sells it to drug- 
gists in the United States for $7.02 for 
100 tablets, while selling it for $1.66 for 
100 tablets in Ireland. 


Nelson heads the monopoly subcom-

Mental health spokesman stresses 
positive approach in treatment 


WAUPACA -The Wolf River Mental 


Health Clinic, serving residents of 
Waupaca and Shawano Counties, 
handles approximately 20 to 30 new 
referrals each month. Its primary focus 
is on mental health not mental illness. 


This was revealing to the people who 


attended a program on Thursday which 
was sponsored by the Waupaca County 
Association for Mental Health. 


"Only four persons out of every 100 


who come to us at the Clinic are suf- 
fering from mental illness." said 
Charles LaMarche, psychiatric social 
worker. "We deal in the main with 
basic people problems, people who 
don't like themselves, have a low self 
esteem, are unduly anxious or are un- 
comfortable with others." 


"If people know this and understand 


that there is no trace of weakness in 
seeking help, we have a beginning." he 
said. 


LaMarche said that obtaining help is 


relatively simple and fruitful. One 
seeking help from the Mental Health 
Clinic may be referred by a doctor, a 
member of the family, the court, the 
school, the clergy, an attorney, or just 
by bringing his own problem to the 
Clinic. Some clients are young and 
some are old. A number come for 
marriage counseling and a good 
number of parents seek better rela- 
tionships with their children. 


The cost of this service is based on 


one's ability to pay. figured on a basis of 
$1 for every $1.000 income. 


A person seeking help will first see a 


psychiatric social worker, talk about 
his background, family, marriage, 
health or specific problem. This is called 
intake. The psychiatric social worker 
will then set up a subsequent appoint- 
ment with Dr. Carl Breister. psychia- 
trist, and his report with the client's 
initial file will be considered in a staff 
meeting where it will be determined 
what the real problems are and the best 
way to treat them, LaMarche 
explained. 


"Then, the real work begins»there is 


no way to tell how many sessions will 
be necessary - this is determined by 
each individual problem," he said. 


"In the child there are symptoms of 


maladjustment evidenced in such 
things as being unable to sit still, play 
with others and meet new challenges. 
The sooner these are dealt with the 
better that child's life is going to be," he 
said. 


The Wolf River Mental Health Clinic 


is in Shawano. Staff from the Clinic are 
in Waupaca from 9 a.m. to 4 pjn. each 
Thursday and appointments can be 
made by telephoning the Department 
of Health and Social Services.

OSHKOSH - Final enrollment 


figures for the fall semester at the 
University of Wisconsin-Oshkosh show 
a total enrollment of 11,309 students, 
Arthur H. Lehman, executive director 
for educational support services, has 
announced. 


This includes 10,140 undergraduate 


students and 1,169 graduate students. 


The enrollment decline from the 1971 


fall semester, the highest in the univer- 
sity's 100-year history, is 502 students, 
or a drop of 4J25 per cent.

Michigan area and eastern Wisconsin 
counties provide the bulk of the UWO 
student enrollment.

Graham's friendship with Nixon. 


"There's a close affinity between 


Nixon's and Graham's political and 
social philosophy and their vision of 
America," Dr. Strober says, adding 
that their view coincides with that of 
a growing preponderance of evan- 
gelical Christians. 


He says that even though Graham 


avoids specific endorsements, his 
influence strengthens Nixon's posit- 
ion, both because of their close 
friendship and the compatibility of 
their views, which is shared by a 
decisive "new majority" of middle 
Americans. 


Social maneuvering 


"They distrust large-scale social 


maneuvering," he says. "Just as they 
believe in saving individual souls, they 
want the primary emphasis on in- 
dividual rights and responsibilities." 


Some clergy have backed Nixon 


more directly. 


In Fort Worth, Tex., at a meeting 


of the National Baptist Convention, 
U.S.A., representing 6.3 million 
members and the country's largest 
black denomination, its president, the 
Rev. Dr. Joseph H. Jackson, came out 
for Nixon's re-election. 


However, "boos" and shouted 


protests sounded in the meeting hall 
when he told 12,000 delegates: 
"McGovern says he'll get us out of 
Vietnam in 10 days. If he does more 
than Nixon in Vietnam, he'll carry a 
white flag." 


On the other side, at a meeting in 


Dallas of another black denomination, 
the four-millionmember National 
Baptist Convention of America, it 
approved a resolution saying, "We 
cannot in good conscience support 
this administration for re-election." 


The resolution said the Nixon ad- 


ministration "consistently acts against 
the best interest of poor and minority 
citizens." Although not explicitly 
supporting McGovern, the resolution 
did so by implication. 


"It's the strongest stand we've ever 


taken in an election year," says the 
denomination's social-justice 
chair- 


man, E. Edward Jones. 


Rabbi David Polish, president of the 


Central Conference of American 
Rabbis, urged Jewish institutions and , 
their representative leaders not to 
take sides publicly in the contest. He 
said such partisanship could produce 
a schism detrimental both to the 
cause of Israel and of the American 
Jews.

Doctor says freerf sex 
as natural and normal 


Or.

With 100 teachers on strike Tuesday 


morning, nearly the whole student 
body had a chance to listen, and they 
fitted the small FVTI auditorium and 
crowded around closed circuit TV 
monitors in the student lounge and 
classrooms. 


The San Francisco physician and sex 


counselor proved that the way you talk 
about sex can be as important as the 
things you say. Casually dressed and 
looking much younger than his 61 
years, Marsh was at times gross or 
reverent, didactic or questioning, in- 
timate or clinical. 


His 
low-key, 
conversational 


approach prepared the ground for a 
central message: That people in Wes- 
tern society should throw off the con- 
fining mantle of the Judeo-Christian 
sex code, and accept themselves and 
their sexual inclinations as natural 
andnormaL 


"All emotional troubles come from 


the disparity between who you are and 
who you think you should be," Marsh 
said. The sources of this conflict, he 
said, are complex, deeply ingrained and 
authoritarian sexual and social mores. 


Marsh attacked this cultural pressure 


as being vicious, crippling and repres- 
sive "It's as though someone said you 
and I did not have the brains or the 
wherewithal to know how to function 
in our love lives, as well as our social 
lives." 


The Judeo-Christian code, he con- 


tended, manifests itself in a "low- 
grade" version of morality, which 
legislates or conditions a person's atti- 
tudes toward what is sexually respec- 
table Marsh described his own ethics 
as a "morality of the highest order," 
that seeks to bring people together "hi 
very benevolent and friendly rela- 
tionships." 


He said, "From a biological point of 


view, there is no such thing as a unna- 
tural sex act." 


The biological viewpoint, however, is 


exclusive of legal or moral standards. 
Marsh added. Sexual acts forced on 


people should be treated as aatauk and 
batter, he said, and sex divorced from 
loveicmechj 


O 


In his role as a "one-man sex educa- 


tion course traveling around the 
country," Marsh also lectured on male 
and female sexual responshrenes*. and 
explained blackboard diagrams on 
physiology. 


The male goes into heat about every 


72 hours," he said. "It's a biological 
switch that has little to do with social 
conditions." The time period varies 
with individuals, but in general, if men 
do not find sexual satisfaction when 
they "have the itch." they become 
restless, irritable and distracted, he 
said. 


Sexual heat cycles in women are not 


so clearly defined. Marsh said. And 
unlike men, who are psychologically 
aroused by sight and constantly 
undress every woman in their minds, 
only 30 per cent of the female popula- 
tion is "on the sexual prowl." 


Marsh said women resent being 


mentally disrobed, "but this is the way 
men are." One of the main benefits of 
the women's liberation movement, he 
said, was that men are being taught to 
recover the sensuality and ability to 
express emotions that they lost in 
childhood. 


New approach 


Instead of "listening to a whole 


symphony and waiting for the last 
note," men are now being retrained to 
be aware of women's responsiveness, 
and to approach sex more leisurely, he 
said. 


Marsh was a practicing physician in 


obstetrics, gynecology and sex coun- 
seling from 1942 to 1967. He then 
became coordinator of health profes- 
sions in the San Francisco Bay area, 
and returned to private practice in 1971 
as a specialist in sexual retraining for 
couples. 


He also speaks on alcoholism, 


marriage, 
deviant 
behavior and 


psychology, and was one of the 
pioneers in sensitivity and encounter 
group therapy. His visit to FVTI was 
arranged by the student senate. 


He concluded a question and answer 


period after his talk with a plea that his 
listeners "take a chance on being loved 
and take a chance on loving."

Interview 


Bowen, who was slated to speak at 


2:30 p.m. today, was interviewed this 
morning by The Post-Crescent. He dis- 
cussed his speech topic and responded 
to questions. 


He said Phase 2 dealt with only one of 


several major inflationary forces - 
inflationary expectations — but it 
wasn't geared to deal with "underlying 
forces" causing inflation. These include 
the power of labor to demand large 
wage increases in excess of produc- 
tivity and government expenditures on 
social welfare programs, he said. 


Bowen said unemployment, and 


what is the acceptable level for it, also 
will be a powerful question that will 
have to be debated in the 1970s. Today, 
4 per cent unemployment is generally 
considered acceptable. 


He said the unemployment and 


inflation tangle will be more severe in 
the 1970s than it was in the 1960s. The 
economic trick that is difficult to pull 
off is to hold down inflation and 
unemployment at the same time. 


Bowen, who said he was citing infor- 


mation he had available and drawing 
reasonable conclusions from it, said 
who was elected president would make 
a difference to the economy. 


He stressed that his remarks were 


not politically motivated when he 
predicted President Nixon would be 
better for economic strength in late 
1973 and 1974 than U.S. Sen. George 
McGovem. The latter's image would 
cause businessmen to invest less in 
capital expansion, aslthough he might 
be able to convince them later to keep 
up investments. 


On Phase 2, Bowen said he expected 


the controls to be adjusted next April 
when they come up for review but 
what will be the new situartion is an 
unanswerable question. 


He said he expected some form of 


control to be continued. He didn't know 
whether the level of control that exist- 
ed before the freeze eventually would 
be returned to.

Big, friendly, alert and obedient. 
They are man's best friend, and in 


soms cases, also his eyes. 


Such a dog, a German Shepherd 


named Mickey and his master Vincent 
Syracuse, a dog guide trainer and 
former member of the military Canine 
Corps, were at Appleton High School 
West Tuesday to inform students of a 
special training school where blind 
people may obtain dogs to guide them 
in their everyday affairs. 


Syracuse handles public relations for 


Leader Dogs for the Blind in Rochester, 
Mich., one of three major schools in the 
U.S. where the dogs are trained. 


Actually, Mickey, who's 10 years old, 


is somewhat of a "flunk-out," Syracuse 
said. He's a family pet "because he 
couldn't handle elevators in Chicago 
too well." But he has traveled with his 
trainer nearly 300,000 miles to demon- 
strate just how the blind and their dogs 
get along together. 


Though Syracuse is not blind. 


Mickey was outfitted with a harness, 
the kind that is held by a blind person. 
The pair paraded about the high school 
stage, with the dog guiding to prevent

Panel proposes limited 
home rule for counties 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) - Counties 


should receive limited home rule 
rather than total administrative 
freedom, the legislature's County 
Home Rule Committee decided 
Friday. 


The study group said it had a choice 


of six alternatives for drafting 
legislation which could provide 
counties with more statutory 
independence. 


One of the choices could have been 


to recommend county government be 
given no more power than that which 
it now has. 


Home rule under Wisconsin law 


allows cities and villages to handle 
any matter not of "statewide 
interest." 


Towns have far fewer powers, and 


county authority is even further 
restricted. Counties virtually have 
only those powers specifically allowed 
by the legislature. 


The study committee is to draft 


recommendations for the legislative 
session which begins in January. 


It could have decided to recommend 


counties have complete authority in 
providing local services, similar to the 
authority possessed by cities. 


The panel has yet to decid 


whether a county should be resp< 
sible for services throughout 
territory, or only in those areas i 
governed by a municipality. 


There has been considerable c 


cussion of the idea that counties re 
represent an answer to a need ' 
neighboring municipalities to c< 
solidate services and avoid duplicati 
administrative offices. 


The committee decided to pun 


proposals that counties get limit 
powers, including: 


-Establishing commissions and 


fices for services not mentioned 
statutes. 


-Choosing the size of a cour 


board of supervisors. 


-Making department activiti 


subject to a review board. 


-Deciding whether an office shot 


be elective or appointive, unit 
already specified in state iaw.

night in special ceremonies at the 
pcuctetitiary. 


Taylor said he studied 60 to 70 


hours a week, sometimes finding 
reading time during his eight-hour- 
a-day job in the prison's education 
department. His study schedule netted 
him a grade-point average of 4.89 out 
of a possible 5.00.

However, he was ruled '.nehgible for 


aviation training because he was 
partially color blind and was then 
passed up for officer training. 


It was then, while still in the Navy. 


that Taylor robbed his first bank. He 
and a friend took $125,000 from a San 
Diego naval station bank in 
November 1963. 


He was caught, pleaded guilty and 


was sentenced to ten years. He served 
four years of that sentence, then went 
home to Dallas on parole. 


However, he was arrested for a 


jewelry store robbery in Oklahoma 
and sentenced to 25 years. 


In March 1968 he escaped from the 


state prison in Oklahoma City, and 
went on a bank-robbing spree through 
Arkansas and Louisiana. Forty-four 
days after his escape, he was back in 
prispn-this time in a federal penit- 
entiary in Atlanta, on new bank 
robbery charges. 


In October 1969 he escaped from 


the Atlanta prison. He was free only 
a few hours. He was transferred to 
the maximum security institution at 
Marion in 1970 because authorities 
feared he would attempt another 
escape. 


Taylor is up for parole in 1976. But 


Oklahoma officials will be waiting for 
him to finish his term for the jewelry 
store robbery whenever the federal 
prison releases him. 


He has a possible 52 more years in 


prison, the combined total of the 
federal and state sentences. 


Robinson said he and other SIU 


officials will intercede for Taylor at 
his 1976 paroli. hearing. He said he 
is also trying to investigate a possible 
waiver for the unfinished Oklahoma 
sentence. 


Taylor lists his career goals as 


obtaining a Ph.D.. becoming a 
professor at a major university, 
publishing books and articles in his 
field and "living happily ever after."

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Curing human depression 


One of the by-products of the unfortunate incident of Senator 


Tom Eagteton's candidacy for the vice presidency has been the 
renewed interest if not understanding of the problems of 
depression. 


As explained by David Elkind and Herbert Hamsher, both 


professors of psychology, in the Saturday Review, the mystery 
of depression has plagued physicians for decades. It ranges all 
the way from a mild case of the blues through severe guilt which 
may result in suicide, to complete withdrawal from society and 
reality. Young children seldom are afflicted because their 
immature minds do not conceive of any but an optimistic view of 
life. But suicide is the fifth most common cause of death among 
adolescents. As many as 8,000,000 Americans are treated for 
moderate or severe depression every year according to the 
estimate of the National Institute of Mental Health. While any 
adult appears to be a possible victim, the upper middle-aged are 
more vulnerable possibly because of concerns about the advan- 
cement of old age. 


Depression generally has been tied up with loss but the type or 


degree of loss is confusing. Basically it now is presumed that one 
guide as to the depth of depression is the degree to which the 
individual was attached to the lost object. Things which one 
might be expected to be upset about losing — large amounts of 
money, a husband or wife, an executive position —may not cause 
other than what might be regarded as normal indications of 
regret or grief. But the loss of a memento or the presence of a 
seemingly casual friend or a mongrel pup could be the trigger 
that would plunge the victim into the depths. There also is the 
possibility that the latter loss may provide the outlet for an 
earlier one, undetected at the time. 


The types of depression also differ with other emotional 


disorders of the patient which cannot be put into neat little 
pigeon holes. Presumably the extent of depression also may 
depend upon other disturbances. Is the occasional depression 
the authors say is exhibited by those of the maniac type really 
more severe as to possible consequence than the more obvious 
depression of one who has an involutional psychotic reaction? 


Whatever the diagnostic difficulties, there also are the treat- 


ment ones. Electric shock therapy, such as Senator Eagleton had 
is no longer as harrowing or physically dangerous in side effects. 
It is effective in many cases according to present data. But there 
is an emotional objection to it by some as "barbaric" or 
"medieval." Drug therapy which also has apparent good effects 
still is confusing because of secondary results. Chemical im- 
balances occur enough concerning the various hormones our 
bodies normally produce. It is doubly difficult to determine the 
myriad of symptoms and effects of the introduction of other 
substances. 


According to the authors, "it seems clear that depressive 


disturbances, even if they involve a physiological or biochemical 
component, are primarily emotional phenomena." Psychother- 
P^y is obviously the full answer. But this, too, is not an exact 
science. Since some cases of depression seem to cure them- 
selves, patients may not last out the necessary psychiatric 
sessions for a full cure. 


The story of the former Democratic nominee may yet have

depression.

Charges of corruption and laxity within the United States 


Department of Agriculture are resounding louder than any farm 
issue in the history of the Nixon Administration. 


The charge, made by Democratic presidential nominee

The result, says McGovern, is that grain traders have made a

tinental Grain Company gives the charge substance. In tes- 
timony before a House committee Palmby repeatedly denied he 
allowed a conflict of interest to occur. Instead, he contended, 
Continental Grain sold wheat to the Soviets before the Agricul- 
ture department was notified and before credit arrangements 
were made official. 


Secretary of Agriculture Earl L. Butz has stoutly defended 


Palmby and the department. Other officials have been attacked 
for 'leaking' information and Butz has denied any such acts. He 
recently stumped the Midwest with a message that international 
trade has helped farmers and benefited the nation's balance of 
trade. 


But doubt remains. Palmby's actions, despite denials, were 


incredibly indiscreet 


Butz' defense is hardly unexpected and could really be no 


different. The question is how such possible conflicts of interest 
could originally arise. Certainly Butz should have foreseen that 
permitting a key official to shift to a major grain firm was 
questionable. 


Clayton Yeutter, a Nixon strategist, said earlier this year that 


the GOP would use a low-key approach to the farm vote. It 
appears McGovern has made short shrift of such tactics. More 
will be heard about the Palmby affair before the election. We 
would hope not all the rhetoric would be pointless. A serious 
question arises when a regulatory agency is charged with being 
in league with those it is supposed to watch. After the political 
dust settles it would be wise to see if veterans in the USDA really 
alter policies.

Schools head carries awesome burden

MADISON -Often citizens do not appear to 


be fully aware of the complex responsibilities 
and public expectations which surround the 
constitutional office of state superintendent of 
public instruction. This role as a guest colum- 
nist presents me with an opportunity to 
emphasize the important nature of this office at 
a time when both my career of public service to

education and the present term as superinten- 
dent of public instruction will come to a close. 


Traditionally the office of superintendent has 


been viewed as the state partner in the state- 
local school district educational partnership. 
The basic purpose was to provide qualified and 
experienced leadership to accommodate the 
state's interest in educational affairs and to 
provide services to local school districts as they 
carried out their educational mission. 


As I reflect upon the experience of the seven 


years that I have been privileged to be state 
superintendent, the traditional role of the state 
in the state-local partnership has been drama- 


tically altered. The events during the 1960s 
such as the Elementary and Secondary Educa- 
tion Act of 1965 and other federal enactments 
have rrntfrtrd an aggressive federal interest 
in state and local school district affairs. 


More than any other single event of the past 


decade, this renewed federal interest has 
developed and depended upon state adminis- 
tration and leadership to fulfill its purposes. 
During these years, increased costs and taxes 
have heightened the state legislature's fiscal 
interest in the affairs of local school districts. 
Massive demands for educational revenues in 
the state budget have limited the political fiscal 
discretion that the governor has been able to 
apply in meeting the state's needs. 


Even more important, education and local 


school systems have become agents of social 
change and reform as well as a vehicle for 
accommodating both old and new cultural 
value systems for the individual and for society. 


Even this brief, oversimplified framework 


provides a basis to judge the qualities of the 
person who holds the constitutional office of 
state superintendent of public instruction, 
which increasingly extends the long arm of 
federal and state power to local school districts, 
and also to evaluate the platform and advocacy 
of aspirants to the office of state superinten- 
dent 


It must be evident that this framework has 


many complex, interacting elements. For 


example, the state superintendent acts as a 
legiriative policy board member who affect* the 
policy and governance of higher education in 
this state. He is involved with local, state and 
federal educational and administrative opera- 
tions which must be harmonized at the state 
and local school district levels. He must have a 
perspective and vision for society which allow 
him to view education as an effective hand- 
maiden of society. 


The person holding this office must be tech- 


nically and philosophically cognizant of and 
competent to understand the sociology of 
education and economics. He must be a poli- 
tical scientist, a specialist in public administra- 
tion, and a person humanly sensitive to the 
needs of all citizens and their constitutional and 
moral right to an educational system that 
provides an equal educational opportunity 
throughout Wisconsin. 


Thus, as the citizens of Wisconsin view the 


constitutional office of state superintendent of 
public instruction, they must judge the person 
who would hold this office in terms of the 
almost awesome burden of professional, tech- 
nical and ethical competence required of its 
occupant. 


In the critical years remaining in this decade 


when the organization, financing and gover- 
nance of education are at stake, more, not less, 
will be expected from this important office and 
from the person who occupies it.

Graffiti has become part of the American way of life. 
There used to be the old saying to discourage youngsters from 


carving their initials on walls and fences: 


',-". 
"Fools' names and fools' faces 
Always appear in public places." 


But no one seems to think that way any more. Many colleges 


and universities have special walls or fences where students or 


„'« 
passers-by may give vent to their spleen or their desire to be 


> 
heard and seen in some way. The term graffiti comes from the 
^ 
Italian word, graffiare, meaning to scratch. It isn't a recent 
phenomenon - diggers in the ruins of Pompeii found such 
scribblings - but in the last few years its application has 
increased. Psychiatrists might suggest that it is one more sign of 
the alienation, the inarticulateness of today's young people and 
their feeling of frustration in being unable or unwilling to 
communicate with other generations. 


Graffiti is costing the Transit Authority in New York more 


than $500,000 a year and "every station porter spends an hour a 
day on it." Removing it, that is. First the obscenity is sought out 
and scrubbed off, then anything racist and then the rest. One 
wonders why the authority bothers. Most everyone has seen 
four letter words. If racial antagonisms can be kept down so 
much the better, but does writing a vicious racist phrase stir up 
an outbreak or provide an outlet which might otherwise be used 
to mug a Jew or a black or a honky? 


Unscrubbed, the walls eventually would fill up with graffiti 


and the perpetrators would have to do their scrubbing to make 
room for something new.

Soviet authorities have mapped out a 


billion-dollar program aimed at com- 
batting the growing pollution of river 
waters affecting a third of the popula- 
tion. 


The decree, backed by both the 


government and the Central Commit- 
tee of the Communist party, calls for 
construction of waste-treatment plants 
and the enforcement of control 
measures in the drainage basins of the 
Volga and U^a! Rivers. They cover 
about a third of the European sector of 
the Soviet Union in which some 80 
million person dwell. 


Russian water-resources experts 


have been warning that heavy 
withdrawals of water for industrial and 
municipal purposes, combined with the 
discharge of untreated wastes, could 
soon imperil the clean water supply of 
the Soviet Union's economic heartland. 


Prime aim of the program is con- 


struction of 421 industrial-waste treat- 
ment plants costing the equivalent of 
some $850 million and 15 municipal 
plants at a cost of about $360 million 
over a period extending from 1972 to 
1975. The edict calls for prohibition of 
the discharge of all untreated wastes 
into the Volga and Ural basins by 1980. 


Enforcement of the measures has 


been placed in the hands of an agency 
known as the Committee of People's 
Control, with a warning that violators 
will be held "strictly responsible." 


The announcement said that 670 


waste-treatment installations with a 
combined capacity of 800 million 
gallons a day had been built in the 
Volga and Ural basins over the past five 
years. 


The decree added that the total 


capacity of water-recycling systems 
which appreciably reduce the amount 
of water drawn from streams, has risen 
to 20 billion gallons a day. 


Because of this increase, 
the 


statement said, the discharge of un- 


treated industrial wastes, including oil 
products, chemicals, copper and zinc 
compounds were reported to have 
declined. 


However, the statement went on, "A 


substantial amount of untreated and 
inadequately treated wastes" continues 
to pollute the drainage basins. 


"The Volga River drains the Soviet 


heartland comprising much of its in- 
dustrial and farm potential. The Ural 
River, to the southeast, carries water 
from the heavily industrialized Urals 
region. 


Both rivers empty into the Caspian 


Sea, a vast inland lake whose water 
level has been dropping recently partly 
because increasing withdrawals from 
tributary rivers. 


The announcement calls for specific 


measures, such as collection of bilge 
and ballast water from river boats ins- 
tead of permitting them to discharge 
the wastes into streams.

Richard Nixon appears to have it in 


the bag, but inevitably one wonders 
whether his prospective satisfaction is 
everything that it should be. This side 
of the John Birch Society, no one sus- 
pects that Mr. Nixon personally con- 
trived either the crippling of George 
Wallace, or the nomination 'f George 
McGovern, the two political events 
that have contributed most to the huge 
advantage Mr. Nixon shows in the 
opinion polls over his Democratic op- 
ponent. No doubt he chafes at the 
prospect that the commentators will 
say, on November 8th, that what the 
hell, who couldn't have won, with 
George Wallace benched, and George 
McGovern as an opponent? 


If you leave aside the objections to 


Nixon which are explainable on purely 
reflexive ideological grounds — he is a 
Republican, who stands for A B and C, 
whereas history and morality clearly 
argue for the Democrat, who stands for 
X Y and Z — you come down to a 
syndrome of objections to Nixon that 
are divisible in two parts. There are 
those who do not like Nixon, pure and 
simple, and would not like him any 
better if suddenly the clouds parted 
over Key Biscayne and an authoritative 
voice said: This is rny president in 
whom I am well pleased. Forget them - 
there is nothing to be done about them. 
But there are others, whose turn of 
mind is not ideological, who have no 
personal bias against Nixon, but who 
are suspicious of him, and suspicious of 
him for his apparent failure to level 
with the people on rather direct mat- 
ters. 


A lieutenant wonders 


I give you an example, a letter from a 


lieutenant in the infantry. The young 
man wonders whether President Nixon 
isn't flatly guilty of protecting the big 
brass, when the brass gets into trouble. 
His specific objection is over the 
sweetheart prosecution of General 
Lavelle, who was caught bombing for- 
bidden territory in North Vietnam. No 
doubt the lieutenant was similarly of- 
fended by the apparent reluctance of 
the Pentagon to move against any of 
the high officials who were presumably 
involved in papering over the My Lai 
massacre. 


The lieutenant writes, "The General 


apparently committed a profoundly 
serious offense in taking upon himself 
authority to disobey the orders he was 
given. . .He apparently deliberately 
disobeyed his orders in combat cir- 
cumstances because he thought his 
judgment to be superior to that of the 
Commander-in-Chief. . .In response to 
this extremely grave offense, the 
government was astonishingly lenient 
with him. It might be noted that his 
retirement pay is considerably larger 
than the support received by families of 
most young men who sacrificed their 
lives in obedience of orders (orders they 
may have also disagreed with). The 
remarkable disparity between the 
gravity of the offense and the leniency 
of the punishment can be interpreted 
very easily as indication that those in 
authority did not, in fact, get very upset 
by what he did." 


Hoffa a Kennedy victim 


Another theme that recurs in recent 


correspondence is Mr. Nixon's reprieve 
of the sentence of James Hoffa, 
followed conveniently by the Team- 
sters' endorsement of Richard Nixon's 
re-election. Never mind that the case 
for Nixon's re-election is easy to make, 
as inuring to the benefit of everyone 
with the possible exception of the 
criminal and the utopianist classes - 
still, it looks iike an engineered coin- 
cidence. And there are those who are 
willing to suspect that Nixon's indul- 
gence towards Hoffa is a sly way of 
having the last say against John and 
Robert Kennedy, whose most con- 
spicuous victim Hoffa was, never mind 
that he probably deserved it. 


It emerges that there are many 


people in America who suspect that Mr. 
Nixon's administration is protective of 
individuals who are either a) highly 
placed, or b) rich, or c) potentially 
useful, or d) influential. I think that on 
the whole this probably is not true. But 
I think that the fact of its being thought 
to be true is what emerges as the exis- 
tential truth in the social situation. 


Accordingly, though I do not believe 


in bills of attainder, I think it would be 
socially satisfying if Mr. Nixon, and his 
Justice Department, and the Pentagon, 
would look for opportunities to point 
the gun barrel at some of the Big People 
in America who are vulnerable, 
whether as recalcitrant generals, or as 
tax cheats, or as influence peddlers. 
One or two such prosecutions would 
help to restore faith in Mr. Nixon 
among those who do not have that 
faith. And that would have the addi- 
tional advantage —need we point it out? 
— of increasing Mr. Nixon's vote of 
confidence next November.

Feel lightheaded? 
Maybe it's syncope 


Dear Or. Thosteson: Will you explain 


what syncope is and the treatment? My 
husband has it, but the doctor didn't 
explain. -Mrs. GJ>. 


Syncope is a technical term that 


covers either fainting or severe 
lightheadedness. 


There are many causes, and I rather 


suspect that your husband's doctor 
hasn't explained it because it can take 
some study to track down the specific 
cause. It isn't always easy. 


Some interference in circulation to 


the brain is one possibility, but even 
that doesn't pin down the specific 
cause. For example, in an older person 
it is wise to suspect anemia, which can 
result from some subtle but continuing 
Mood loss. Anemia will be shown by a 
Mood test, of course. 


But then again there may be some 


obstruction or narrowing of the carotid 
arteries in the neck, which carry blood 
to the brain. Still another possibility is 
heart block, or interference with the 
rhythm and rate of the heart beat. An 
electrocardiogram would be necessary 
to determine that. 


Sensitivity of the "carotid body," a 


special tissue in the neck, also can be a 
factor in syncope. That is, circulation 
can be interfered with if the "carotid 
body" is upset by pressure. This can 
happen, in individuals with that 
problem, by such simple things as a 
snug collar or even turning the head in 
a particular way. 


Naturally treatment can be quite 


varied, depending on whether the 
trouble is anemia, heart block, artery 
trouble. 


When none of the likelier causes 


proves to be the right one, more de- 
tailed examination may be required to 
track down possible neurological 
disorders.

Evans and Novak 
Rogers plan for Israel 
repudiated by Nixon

WASHINGTON -^Seconds after 


President Nixon told 35 prominent 
Jewish leaders in New York Tuesday 
that "under no circumstances" would 
he ever "impose" a Middle East 
settlement on Israel, one of those 
present whispered: "That's the end of 
the Rogers Plan." 


Indeed, these leaders of the American 


Jewish community, one-third of them 
Democrats or independents now 
backing Mr. Nixon's reelection, were 
left ecstatic by the President's 45 
minute pledge to defend Israel's 
interests in the never-ending Middle 
East crisis. 


These politically potent Jews, led by- 


Mr. Nixon's close friend and fund-raiser 
Max Fisher of Detroit and including 
national religious, civic and financial 
leaders, came away from the Waldorf 
Towers meeting convinced of one 
thing: the potentially massive switch of 
Jewish support from Sen. George 
McGovern to the President was 
proceeding hand in hand with a new, 
far more pro-Israeli American policy on 
the Middle East. 


Hence the demise of the Rogers Plan, 


named for Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers. The Rogers Plan precisely 
defined limits set by the U.S. to which 
Israel was supposed to withdraw from 
territories conquered in the 1967 six- 
day war. In Israel, that plan has been 
consistently damned. 


Rogers, architect and principal ad- 


vocate of the 1969 U.S.-backed 
withdrawal plan, has evidenced strong 
withdrawal symptoms himself. Thus, 
when Israeli foreign minister Abba 
Eton discussed the Middle East with 
him here last week, Rogers never once 
raised the question of Israel's massive 
post-Munich reprisals against guerrilla 
camps in Lebanon, even though 
Lebanon claims that 60 Lebanese 
Chilians were killed in the Sept. 16 raid. 


The Jewish leaders who attended 


Tuesday's session with the President, 
moreover, seemed convinced that the 
pro-Israeli policy change is for keeps as 
long as Mr. Nixon remains President 
and that the Rogers Plan will never be 
revived. 


That does not mean Mr. Nixon is 


turning a completely deaf ear to ap- 
peals from Lebanon and other Arab 
countries which have felt the reprisal 
lash of Israel's powerful American- 
supplied air force. He is dealing with 
these appeals but he is doing so secretly 
and directly with Israeli Prime Minister 
GoWaMeir herself. 


Publicly, he has said nothing to in- 


dicate American concern at Israel's use 
of American-built aircraft to strike at 
guerrilla camps deep in Arab territory. 
To the contrary, he promised the 
Jewish leaders a pipeline of "continu- 
ing" air and other military aid to main- 
tain Israel's overall position of strength, 
against the Arab states. 


He told his applauding audience at 


the Waldorf that he had asked Mrs. 
Meir to "trust me." Her reply, he said 
with a smile, was: "I'll trust you, but I'll 
watch you, too." 


The only serious exchange at the 


Waldorf talks came when Rabbi 
Herschel Schacter, a Democrat and 
chairman of the American Conference 
on Soviet Jewry, made an emotional 
and eloquent appeal for Presidential 
help on the inflammatory issue of large 
emigration fees for Soviet Jews trying 
to get out of Russia. 


Mr. Nixon replied that any "harsh 


confrontation" with the Kremlin would 
hurt, not help, in effect repudiating 
McGovern's demand that Congress 
refuse to give Moscow trade conces- 
sions until the emigration fees are ter- 
minated. 


Even though that reply fell far short 


of what McGovem and many American 


Jews have demanded, the rapport that 
Mr. Nixon had established with his 
audience held and there were no

State ice age reserve 
gets federal approval

Just what kind of 
money is an SDR? 


the dollar!" 


cry has been echoing in the 


money capitals of the world for many 
months — and there's no disputing the 
bitter fact that the once mighty U.S. 
dollar is no longer powerful enough to 
be the pivot of a thriving international 
monetary system. 


"Down with gold!" 
-This cry also has been echoing 


through world money centers (with 
such notable exceptions as Paris) for an 
even longer period — and there is no 
questioning the fact that the barbaric 
yellow metal is neither plentiful enough 
nor flexible enough to finance the 
needs of an expanding world trade. 


But if both the dollar and gold are 


DOWN as international reserve assets, 
what's up as a medium with which 
nations may settle their debts with each 
other? 


Special Drawing Rights, or SDRs, or 


"Paper Gold" -created by the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund in 1969, first 
issued in 1970, now outstanding in a 
total of $9.3 billion. 


At the core of whatever monetary 


system ultimately replaces the Bretton 
Woods Agreement will almost certainly 
be the SDR. Thus, this primer for you. 


What is an SDR? 
This is a new form of world "money" 


without precedent in all history. It 
doesn't actually "exist" except as a 
bookkeeping entry on the books of the 
IMF as member-nations settle their 
accounts with each other. You, as an 
individual, will certainly never "see" it. 


Vet, SDRs are far more than 


bookkeeping entries — money created 
by a stroke of the pen — for they are a 
claim against the assets of each 
member-nation of the IMF and are, 
therefore, backed by the credit and 
faith of the 123 nations now belonging 
to the IMF. 


To illustrate, say the IMF issues one 


billion of SDRs. The quota of dollars 
and gold of the U.S. in the IMF is 24.5 
per cent, so we get 245 million of these 
one billion new Rights. 


As J J. Polak, research director of the 


IMF, puts it: "SDRs are reserve assets 
which can be used by their holders to 
make international payments and 
which serve as a store of value." 


Why were SDRs Created? 
Because neither the dollar nor gold 


could fulfill the essential function of 
financing a growing world trade and of 
averting a liquidity (money) squeeze 
that could lead to a catastrophic trade 
contraction. 


Because the world was demanding a 


form of money which could belong to 
all nations, be created and intelligently 
managed by a world body. And because 
we had outgrown the 
dollar's 


supremacy and the monetary system 
bom back in 1944 at Bretton Woods. 


Mow do SDRs work? 
Say Country A holds 200 million of 


SDRs and say it needs and decides to 
use 50 million of them. 


The IMF picks out two other coun- 


tries which have trade surpluses — say 
Germany and Japan - tells them it is 
crediting each with 25 million of SDRs 
and asks each to provide Country A 
with 25 million of usable currencies. 


Country A now has 50 million of 


usable currencies for its trade purposes 
and 50 million less of SDRs. Japan and 
Germany have 50 million more of 
SDRs, 50 million less of usable curren- 
cies. 


How are SDRs repaid? 
As long as a Country A on average 


over a five-year period uses less than 70 
per cent of the SDRs allocated to it (in 
this instance, it is using 50 per cent), it 
doesn't have to repay the drawing. 
When the SDRs were issued, they 
became a permanent addition to world 
reserves. 


However, as Country A'-s position 


strengthens, it would be asked to 
provide currency to some other nation 
in return for SDRs and thus, over a 
period, a balance would be maintained. 


Are we creating a single world 
currency? 


I think we are moving toward it. 
What final form the SDR will take in 


the reformed monetary system I 
wouldn't dare to guess now, but of 
shining significance is this: 


The world is preparing to make 


another giant — almost miraculous - 
leap away from the tyranny of gold and 
the weaknesses of a single nation's 
paper money and toward a truly inter- 
national unit to serve the global good. 
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WASHINGTON (AP) -The Interior 


Department has approved Wisconsin's 
plan for state acquisition of land 
needed to complete the Ice Age 
National Scientific Reserve, Rep. 
Henry Reuss. D-Wis., said Friday. 


The plan, approved by the state 


Natural Resources Board late last year 
after seven years of state and federal 
delay, establishes a timetable for state 
purchase of land In nine units of the 
Ice Age Reserve that follow a looping 
curve from Manitowoc County on the 
east to Polk County on the west. 


The units, which total 32,500 acres, 


were chosen for the distinctive 
characteristics of glaciation each 
demonstrates. Reserve plans call for 
a 600-mile trail to connect all nine. 


The state and federal governments 


will share equally in costs of land 
acquisition and operations, and Reuss 
said the federal government will pay 
75 per cent of the cost of developing 
exhibits, trails and campsites in the 
reserve. 


Congress created the Ice Age 


Reserve idea in 1964 in an effort to 
protect, preserve and interpret the 
significant examples of continental 
glaciation evident across Wisconsin. 


But disagreements delayed 


Congressional financing approval 
until 1970, and it was late in 1971 
when the Natural Resources Board 
prepared its acquisition plan for 
Interior Department consideration. 


An estimated 7,860 acres of land is 


yet to be acquired, much of it 
alongside existing parks and state 
forests slated for inclusion in the 
reserve. 


The Ice Age Reserve idea is con- 


sidered unique because the federal- 
state partnership will leave land in the 
nine units under state control, with 
Wisconsin staffing and maintaining 
the sites. 


Self-guided foot, boat and auto 


trails are envisioned for the giant 
park, and each unit will include 
material to help visitors understand 
the glaciation that spread across all 
but a small area of the state more 
than 100,000 years ago. 
The nine units envisioned in the 


unique split-site park are: 


-Near Bloomer in Chippewa County 


in an area of kames and glacial lakes; 


-At Interstate Park on the St. Croix 


River in Polk County where glacial 
melt waters carved out a scenic river 
gorge; 


-At Mill Bluff State Park near 


Camp Douglas with a panoramic view 
of what was glacial Lake Wisconsin; 


-At Devils Lake State Park in Sauk 


County, expanded from 3,438 acres to 
8,840 for illustration of the massive 
power of ice that carved Devils Lake 
and formed the bluffs surrounding it; 


-At Cross Plains, six miles west of 


Madison, where terminal moraines 
show the border of the driftless, or 


unglatiated, area of the state; 


-The Two Creeks Buried Forest on 


Lake Michigan. 22 miles north of 
Manitowoc, site of a buried spruce 
forest once covered by ancestral Lake 
Michigan; 


-The Sheboygan Marsh, at one time 
a glacial lake; 


-At Campbellsport in Fond du Lac 


County, where unique drumlins, 
cigar-shaped hills that show the 
direction of glacial advance, pepper 
the landscape, 


-and 15,000 acres of the northern 


unit of the Kettle Moraine State 
Forest, pockmarked with eskers, 
kames and kettle lakes. 


Major interpretive centers for 


visitors are planned for Interstate 
Park, Devils' Lake State Park, and in 
the northern unit of the Kettle 
Moraine State Forest
